Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): Re: #4 above: Applicant has not properly summarized 
each independent claim with reference to the specification/figures. Applicant attempts to summarize 'ihe independent claims" by noting 
each step in an exemplary claim (claim 1??). This summary merely lists a laundry list of claim limitations and only references them en 
masse, pointing to a collection of 8 figures and 11 spec pages for support. Applicant must reference each limitation separately and point to 
the disclosure's support for precisely. Further, each independent claim should be summarized with reference to the spec/figs. It appears 
that applicant only summarized claim 1 - or perhaps lumped all independent claims together, yet there are independent claim features not 
mentioned. Where is the summary of claims 18 and 26 which specify a user GUI? And where precisely in the spec/figs is such a GUI? 

Further, applicant has argued claims 15 and 20 separately, yet there is no summary and reference to the disclosure for these claims as 
required by 41.37 (c)(1)(v). 
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
